REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The general management of the schools by the teachers 
has been good. I have been able, with but few exceptions, 
to visit each one twice each term. Six of the teachers 
were graduates of the High School; of the remainder, thir- 
teen have been students. These, with the excellent talent 
out of town, have made the past year a most profitable one. 
Yet there is much need of improvement, and we hope to 
see in the coming year the management of the schools com- 
pletely systematized, There is a vast amount of work to 
be done before the end can be accomplished. No three 
men can do it in one year. One of the most important 
things is classification, not a school classification merely, 
but a town classification, that the schools may become feed- 
ers of the High School, and that scholars may advance 
according to their ability, and not be forever put back on > 
account of one dullard in the class. Another'thing, I trust 
will be treated most vigorously, is the mistaken idea of 
right, which parents have, to keep their children from school 
on the slightest provecation. There is not one child in town, — 
but that needs every hour of schooling it can get from the 
time it is seven until sixteen years ‘of age. ‘There is no 
reason why the school registers,should come in black with 
tardy, dismissal and absent marks. The. teachers cannot 
help it though it is most aR Ovans to them. But | hope 
the Board of Education will with the assistance of parents 
ant citizens do away with this haphazard method of attend- 
ing schools. 


SIMONDS FREK HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School, in its second year under the efficient 
management of H. S. Roberts, A. M., Principal, with Miss 
Laura F. Parker as assistant, never was ina more prosper- 

us condition. The scholars are orderly and well disci- 
plined. . The method of instructicn is progressive and 
interesting. And I would especially advise teachers in our 
district schools to vist the High School, and note the

methods used in teaching arithmetic. The laboratory is in 
fine condition, and the practical illustrations in class exer- 
cises is most interesting. The care of tne building has 
been such as to elicit. much praise from the officials and 
citizens. The scholars are well classified, the curriculum 
being closely followed. The school receives quite a share 
of out of town patronage, which speaks well for its charac- 
ter abroad. A class cof three graduated in June. 


DEST EIGEN Ont. 


Paine Davis, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
16.6 weeks. Taught by Miss Sara B. Davis. Miss Davis 
carried the school successfully through the school year. 
Always pleasant in the school room, explaining untiringly 
those little details which becomes so irksome a duty to some 
of our teachers. We noticed the most progress in math- 
ematics, not so much in ready recitation, as practical 
illustration of rules on the board. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


W. 4H. Sawyer, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
2.3 weeks. 

First term, taught by Miss Mary I. Kilborn of Webster. 
Second term, taught by Miss Myra W. Morgan. Miss Kil- 
born brought with her the experience received at the 
Normal School. She has that compound so seldom found in 
teachers, made up of tact, —perseverance and _ patience. 
With the little experience she has had, she is a wonderfully 
successful teacher. The order was of the best, and seemed 
to arise from the fact that the scholars found more pleasure 
in performing the pleasant and instructive exercises, than 
in hatching mischief. Miss Morgan has had experience in 
handling large and difficult schools. She is a thorough 
teacher and makes thorough scholars. On account of sick- 
ness she was obliged to close the school before examination. 
But when I visited the school there was evidence that both 
teacher and scholars were doing all that could be wished. 


DISTRICT NO. 3 


Sylvanus Harriman, Prudential Committee. Length of 
school, 20.5 weeks. ‘Taught by Miss Margaret Flanders. 
Miss Flanders had not presided in the school room for some 
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years, and her method of teaching was somewhat old. 
Particular attention was given to reading, and the scholars 
made quite an exhibition of their improvement in this 
branch. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Abner Sargent, Jr., Prudential Committee. Length of 
school, 17.4 weeks. Miss Mary A. Connor, teacher. This 
is one of the most interesting schools in town, and under 
the efficient management of Miss Connor it has been a most 
successful year. The scholars always appeared interested 
in their studies, and eager to please their teacher in every 
way possible. Mist Connor has the power of carrying into 
the school room that quiet influence which quickly moulds 
the scholars to her will, without the use of harsh words. 
‘There was evidence of honest, faithful work on the part of 
both teacher and scholars, and the result was most gratify- 
ing to your committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 


Oliver Flanders, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
16 weeks. Clarabelle Bates of Bradford, te acher. This 
was Miss Bates’ first attempt at teaching. But though her 
sphere of action was small, she worked as faithfully and 
zealously as though every ‘seat had been occupied. We 
wish her a larger school, and shall rejoice in the success we 
know she must achieve. 


DISTRICT ENO. 


Joseph A. Clough, Prudential Committee. Length of 
school, 19 weeks. Miss Martha M. Clark, teacher first term. 
The success which has attended Miss Clark in tormer terms 
seems to have followed her here. The scholars appeared 
to make good progress in their studies, and were orderly 
and well behaved. 

The second term was taught by Miss Myrtle A. Sargent. 
I was unable to visit the school at the final examination, 
but on the two other occasions when I| was present, the 
scholars seemed to be doing well. I learned nothing to 
- lead me to judge that the examination was otherwise than 
satisfactory.

Length of 
school, 13.7 weeks. Miss Grace E. Flanders, teacher. Here 
another of our High School scholars received her first ex- 
perience in teaching. She worked hard, and her efforts 
were crowned with success. The advancement of the 
school from the rather low standard, when she began in the 
spring, to the standard when she left it in the fall, was 
great. But the best thing she did was to teach the scholars 
how to study. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Roger &. Gage, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
19.4 weeks. Miss Ada EK. Ring of Bradford, teaeher. Miss 
Ring is an excellent teacher. The result of her work was 
an excellent school. On account of sickness in her family, 
she was obliged to close without a final examination in the 
fall. But in my visits during the term, I could see nothing 
necessary to better the school. And yet we cannot give 
all the credit: to the teacher. The scholars feel a natural 
desire to excel by reason of efforts of parents and citizens 
to give them such a pleasant school house, which is the best 
inside and out of any in town, and their interest in planting 
shade trees around the building, making it a most delight- 
ful spot, a spot where the children will enjoy to go, and 
by their strong endeavors, repay an hundred fold those who 
have looked out so kindly and wisely for their welfare. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Frank W. Johnson, Prudential Committee. Length of 
school, 15.8 weeks. Miss Ida M. Ewins, teacher. Here 
was avery interesting school. Miss Ewins had some fine 
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scholars, one of whom we had hoped to see in the High 
School ere this. I was very sorry to hear that some of the 
scholars were kept from school because they were not 
allowed (by order of the committee) to read in the old 
books after an exchange had been made, thus creating an 
extra class for one or two scholars.

Length of school, 
21 weeks. First term taught by | Miss Carrie G. Dresser of 
Enfield. This was Miss Dresser’s first school. She made 
her scholars too much dependent on their books. The rules 
were well recited, but in attempting to illustrate with prac- 
tical examples, the result was failure. Miss Dresser worked 
hard, and gave we think, satisfaction to most in the district. 

Second term taught by Miss Ina J. Bartlett of Sunapee. 
Miss Bartlett is an experienced teacher. She has a method 
in teaching, and follows it clearly and decidedly. The 
scholars showed a marked degree of improvement, espe- 
cially in reading. Not by rendering selections on which 
they had been drilled, but which they had read only once , 
before. 


DISTRICTANG 12. 


Fred L. Drown, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
15.5 weeks. Miss Bertha Morrill, teacher first term. Miss 
Morrill had but small scope to exhibit her talents, as teacher 
for the first time. Yet she persevered, and made herself 
worthy of advancement. Only two scholars were under 
her charge, but they were earnest and eager in their work. 

The second term was taught by Miss Edna B. Corson of 
Salisbury. This was also Miss Corson’s first term, and some 
little experiences which she had, may, we hope, benefit her 
in the future. A visit made during the last half of the 
term, showed the scholars progressing finely. 


DISTRICT NO, 13—GRrammar. 


F. B. Turner, Philip F. Clough, Jacob Rodney, Pruden- 
tial Committee, Length of school, 26 weeks. Miss Alice 
S. Farnum, teacher first term. Miss Farnum is a progres- 
sive teacher. She does not hesitate to introduce new 
features into her schoo], when convinced they are better 
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than old practices. She seeks to draw out the different 
qualities in scholars, and to enlarge those qualities by judi- 
cious care and training. Thus the pupils become able to 
form an intelligible answer or question, and are brought to 
a stage of reasoning sooner than they could be otherwise. 
Her labors in’school for a number of successive terms have 

been productive of much good. 

Miss Clara A. Johnson taught the first term of the 
Primary Department and the second term of the Gram- 
mar Department. Miss Johnson is a strict disciplina- 
rian, enforcing strict obedience to rues, and demanding 
the utmost accuracy in rendering recitations. Her exami. 
nation gave evidence of systematic drill and thoroughness, 
while the deportment of her scholars was the best shown 
in any school in town. The feature of each scholar’s term 
report being read by different scholars, was novel and 
interesting. 

The winter term was under the charge of your commit- 
tee. Broken by sickness, and at length completely checked 
for three weeks, the term was somewhat unprofitabie, but 
the scholars did their best, and made a fair degree of im- 
provement. Only six scholars were present at. the exami- 
nation.

Miss Clara A. Johnson, 
teacher first term. 

Miss Martha M. Clark, teacher second and third terms. 
Miss Clark labored hard and faithfully, and with good suc- 
cess. Such schools as this are wearing, and parents should 
remember that the eager, restless little bodies which some- 
times try their patience at home, when congregated twenty 
in a room, cannot be kept under perfect control except by 
fear. They should also remember that a teacner is justified 
in punishing severely a scholar who places the morals of a 
school at stake, and a parent who upholds a child in tam- 
pering with the morals cf a school, should be dealt with 
more severely than the child. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Henry M. Seavy, Prudential Committee. Length of 
school, 13 weeks. “Miss Ida M. Rogers, teacher. The com- 
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mittee wisely decided, as there was not a great amount to 
money to be expended, to have but one term, and that and 
season of the year when all the scholars could attend. 
Miss Rogers has been before us so many times as a teacher, 
and has made so good a record in the art of instructing that 
it is needless for me to say much in regard to her qualities. 
I was unable to visit the school at the close, but am confi- 
dent from what I saw when: present, that the teim was 
successful and productive of many good results. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


J. H. Dunbar, Prudential Committee. Length of school, 
16.2 weeks. Mrs. L. J Montgomery, teacher. Mrs. Mont- 
gomery labored patiently with the little folks; kind and 
generous to them all, they felt her to be their friend. It 
was a pleasant school. The scholars all seemed bright and 
anxious to display the ample stock of ideas packed away in 
their heads.
